Postottice Appropriation Bill.
The Senate yeaterday pasaed the poat-

oflice appropriation bill, carrying an

api-roprialion of 1192,485,000, and im-

niedisiely alierwards adjourned over

Memorial l>ay until Thtirsday. The en-

tire duy waa devoted to tbe considera¬
tiou ol tbe bill asa whole, and to special
leatures ol tbe bill. Tbe debate dealt
with tbe i|iirstions of the fast mail train
to tbe Sutith; aecoud class mail matter;
including tbe admission to the mails of
tbe piiblioation* nfcolleges. tmiversilies
and charitable and educaiional instilu-
tions to tbe mails assicond cla«s malter:
aiibsidie* for l'acific mai! steamshipe and
questions relating to the boxcw used on

rural Iree delivery rotitea.
Senator Mallory defended tbe subsidy

as in the iuiereat ol an improved mail
aervice. He said tbat the Southern
Railway, oa which the fast mail trains
ruti, is tbe niost dtrect route from Wash-
lagtoa lo Atlanla. Senator Money also
apoke in aopporl of the subsidy plan,
sayintj that il had done mnch in the
paet l'o years to keej the Soutb in touch
with the rnuntry at large. He opposed
all ellorts to give the Postmasier Oen-
eral diseretioti in the matter ot sustainiog
the avatem.

Senators Hacon and hoster alsooeiemi-
ed the present service. The Ueorgia
aenalor contended that if the Mallory
ameudment should be accepted it would
have the ertect of doing away with tbe
subsidy character ofthe appropriation,
whileMr. Foster declared that the com¬

mittee amendmeut would have the eftect
of discontinuing the expedited aervice.

Senator Pettus also spoke in support
of the expedited service. After he con-

cltided the Mallory amendmeut waa

adopted. It provides that the Poat-
master lleiicral sball not be reqtiired to

expend the money appropriated "unlesa
it be necessary to provide the same or

as good a service as now provided."
